Hie lowest contract tender of 
$53,120.50, submitted by Ward 
and Allan Co., Newmarket, for a 
new lire hall, was accepted by 
town council on Monday night. 
The acceptance is subject to the 
sproval of the Ontario Municipal 
Board; council also passed two 
readings on a debenture by-law 
of $40,000 which wilt go before 
the board. 

.Cost of a heating plant for the 
new hall was not included in the 
contract figure. The money 
by-law set at $40,000, to pay the 
contract price, heating plant 
costs and an extra amount, for 
expenses which might crop up, 
was passed. 

Mrs. V. R- MacNaughton ques- 
tioned the wisdom of accepting 
the lowest tender as well as the 
choice of location for the fire 
bait "I don't know enough 
about this to vote for it," she 
said. "'I think that the fire hall 
should have been included in 
"plans for one town building. I 
thought that at one time the idea 
■was to try and keep municipal 
facilities under one roof." 

Mayor Vale said that council 
had already approved of the pro- 
ject and the location of the new- 
hall at Main St and Millard Ave. 
*!There has been a lot of spade 
work done on this by firemen 
and committees of council,** he 

said. 

"Why. was the lowest tender 
accsc^? The lowest is not 
^•Jessarily the best and I think 
town work should be spread 
around among contractors," said- 
Mrs. MacNaughlon. 

Lome Paynter, chairman of 
the special fire hall committee, 
who proposed the acceptance of 
the tender said, *T am not neces- 
sariJy in favor of giving Ward 
and Allan the tender. I would 
like to sec work distributed in 
town and they have had a fair 
amount. But we have no choice. 
The Ontario Municipal Board in- 
sists that the lowest tender be 
accepted, otherwise we would 
not get its approval." 

Contract tenders submitted 
were Ward and Allan, $33,120.50; 
Aurora Building Co., $37,877; 
Roy Ketfer, $35,000; Lou Steph- 
ens, $35,792; Bennett Pratt Ltd.,

"They must have saved 
nearly four tons of feed the night 
of the fire." he said. ''People 
have been very kind to us 
since the fire." 

The purebred hoar was saved 
but his sow was lost. Meanwhile 
Jim Taylpr, of Kemlscott forms, 
'Millotift Inhere he purchased his 
breed stock, has promised to re- 
place his sow which was tdso 
due to farrow. 

"We hove always wanted to 

produce ;tho best quality and 

still believe In breeding quality 
stack", he said.

had contact with Sharon — the 
Negroes. Enquiry at the Domin- 
ion Archives at Ottawa reveals 
that "it is difficult to find any 
exact information on this topic, 
since they have been almost en- 
tirely neglected in our social and 
economic records; and although 
the censuses of Canada which 
cover the period in which Ne- 
groes probably came into the 
township are incomplete, it is 
doubtful if former slaves, ever 
conscious of their past and fear- 
ful for their freedom, were likely 
to divulge their true origin i . i - 
East Gwillimbury was not men- 
tioned in any place as a Negro 
settlement." 

In the census, 1841-42, 12 Ne- 
groes are listed for East Gwil- 

limbury; 1351-52, 27; 1861-62, 44 

and in 1871 there were 24. The 

list for 1851-52 contains the 
names: Robert Hissen, born in 
Canada; James Hissen and wife. 



The animal apparently longed 
for his home; so he returned to 
the Hissen home. That continued 
for several occasions; each time 
William Hissen returned the dog 
and always it happened to be 
pretty close to the dinner hour 
where he was invariably asked 
to have his dinner. This settle- 
ment of Negroes on the 6th con- 
cession established a charcoal 
pit. The late Silas Armitage, oh 
occasion, had told of seeing these 
people start on;a trip to Toronto, 
in a wagon drawn by a team of

the matter involves money, with wasteful expenditures. 
If a council depends only upon the expressed wishes of 
the ratepayers to guide it, then the charge is that it 
is apathetic or indifferent 

The question arose for practical consideration m 
East GwiHimbury a couple of years ago when the muni- 
cipalities in North York were discussing whether they 
would join the York County Health Unit. The council 
polled several organizations and when there wasn't 
much interest expressed in joining the unit, the coun- 
cil took no action. The same question has arisen again 
with the Holland Landing Home and School Association 
pressing the council to act, and the council, through its 
reeve, assuring the association that it would act, when 
the majority of the ratepayers wanted it. 

But what steps are being taken to inform the 
majority of the taxpayers of the advantages or dis- 
advantages of a health unit membership? When the 
council polled citizens earlier, the health unit was a 
new undertaking and those queried could hardly be 
expected to be well informed about it 

Since the health unit membership cannot make it 
a policy to do missionary work among non-member 
municipalities, there is no reason to believe that the 
ratepayers arc any better informed tlian they were 
earlier. Yet it is obvious that if 11 neighboring muni- 
cipalities think sufficiently of the health unit to join' 
it, there must be some considerable worth to it. 

If a municipal council is going to take the attitude 
that they will not act on these issues until there is suf- 
ficient body of public opinion to support them, it seems 
to us that they should go a step further and afford the 
means to educate the rate-payers on both sides of the 
question so that they will be fully informed and able to 
base their opinions on facts and not hear-say^ 

The fact of the matter is that in this instance, the 
evidence is overwhelmingly in favor of a health unit 
membership, but if council continues to take the atti- 
tude that it will not act unless there i^ a strong demand 
for it, and will not take steps to educate the public on 
the issue, we doubt that East GwiHimbury will ever 
enjoy the benefits a health unit membership offers. 



;The continual pound of overloaded gravel trucks 
has done considerable damage to district roads. The 

damage is all the greater because many of them haven't 

fully recovered from the beating they took last spring. . 

Some enquiries have been made about the possib- 
ity of provincial assistance to the municipalities whose 
roads are used by the gravel trucks but so far, there 
has been little ground for hope. We believe that the 
province has an obligation there and we think that if 
all of the municipalities concerned, together with the 
county, were to make a single request for aid, there is 
a good chance that it would be granted. 

The province is actually in a somewhat ticklish 
position. It began the Barrie highway a good many 
years ago and it is still incomplete despite the increas- 
ing traffic on Yonge St. Last summer, there was very 
littie work done on it until near the end of the road work- 
ing season when the gravel trucks began to cany out 
. fill from district pits. The announcement of an election 
campaign and the intensified road work suggests more 
than a coincidence. 

That is understandable but we see no reason for 
municipalities whose roads are being battered to pay 
the charge. 

And while we are on the subject, is there any rea- 
son why the gravel truck drivers can't be checked for 
their ability to observe safety rules? We've seen them 
two abreast on hills more times than we like to mention. 
The number of accidents involving trucks speaks for 
itself. 
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THOUGHT FOR FUTURE 
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There was some interest shown in night classes 
during a recent Farm Radio Forum discussion. It is 
an interest we would like to see pursued. Newmarket 
has the facilities for such classes and teachers could 
be secured from the Adult Education Association. , As' 
far as we know, all that is required is that enough 
people agree to take the classes in a given subject and 
a teacher will be provided and a schedule arranged. 
The charge is very little. 

The University of Toronto too has extension classes 
in a hundred and one subjects and will provide classes 
not already listed if there is sufficient demand. Again 
the cost is comparatively low. 

There is, however, the difficulty of ensuring the 
demand. For example Pickering College long had a 
standing offer of the use of its craft shop to anyone in- 
terested, but there has been very little interest shown. 
There's where the rub is. We say we would like these 
spare-lime opportunities to learn but when it comes to 
making the actual effort, one excuse or another deters 
us. ■ ~ •

Will Rescind By-Law 

Speaking for a delegation, Mr. 
Linton drew council's attention 
to the restrictive building by- 
lay. No. 1101, v/hose title reads: 
"A by-lav/ for the purpose <of 
prohibiting the erection of build. 
ings upon the land abutting on 
the Yonge street highway v/itbin 
a distance of fifty- five feet meas- 
ured at right angles from the 
centre line thereof/' 

As everyone knows, Yonge 
street is an almost entirely 
built-up area, though there is 
some land remaining for build- 
ing purposes. No doubt Mr. 
Linton had in mind the projected 
new Imperial bank building 
when he drew attention to the 
arbitrary building by-lav/ which 
was railroaded through by the 
old council in three readings on 
the night of August 7, 1051. 
However, this incredibly foolish 
by-lav/ affects property-owners 
on Yonge street, and it should 
never have been passed. 

Why it was passed, who 
thought it up and put it into 
words, appears to be wrapt in 
mystery.

WISE PROCEDURE 
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Mayor Rose, at the first meeting of the new council, 
niadevtBg#^i?ecQinmendati0n that all new By-Laws of 
a contentious character should have no more than two 
readings on the date of their submission, the third and 
f^-*giai^ TTiisis a very 

tvise procedure. 

However clear and concise the terminology of By- 
Laws may be, they are legal documents of a binding 
Character once they are finally passed. Only another 
legal document, in the form of another By-Law, can 
rescind them. That being so it is only common sense 

to give them the fullest possible consideration, and that 
cannot be done if three- readings are taken at a single 
sitting. 

Recently we remarked in this column that the only 
real value to be gained from looking back over the past 
is to check up on mistakes made. We have not to look 
very far back to see the mistakes made' by the previous 
council in regard to some of its major By-Laws. There 
was, for example, the Sub-Division Control By-Law of 
Planning Board origin which was passed in August, 
1950, at a single sitting, and rescinded in November, 
1950. 

* 

It was a most contentious By-Law and should have 
been given the most careful study, instead of being rail- 
roaded through in one sitting. We criticized severely 
such rush tactics and were in turn criticized for so 
doing. But events proved that we were right and coun- 
cil was wrong. 

i By holding over the third reading of a contentious 
By-Law members of council can study its contents and 
implications at their leisure, and so avoid errors of 
judgment. Mayor Rose has instituted a procedure in 
relation to such By-Laws that should prove of great 
benefit to council and citizens alike. 
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THINGS THAT PUZZIE US 
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In this matter of the forthcoming departure of the 
provincial police for other quarters further north, we 
suggest a little calm reasoning might prove useful. We 
have reported, briefly, what was heard in the council 
chamber, but there are other features connected with 
this local matter which so far have not been discussed. 

. As we understand it, the chief clement of dis- 
appointment arises from the fact that the town is going 
to lose some revenue when the police move to another 
location. To avoid that loss the old council apparently 
was prepared to give up the whole of the municipal 
offices and seek other quarters. 

That was a civic Dunkirk if we ever heard of one! 
It is the first time in our experience that wc have heard 
of a town council that presumably felt itself so em- 
barrassed for the lack of town funds that it was ready to 
quit its oivn established meeting-place in order to rent 
it to raise a couple and a half thousand dollars per 
annum! - 

. In a period op such prosperity that enabled one 
well-known public citizen to forecast that 1952 would 
be a good year, if not the best year, in the history of 
Aurora, the other side of the record reveals that the 
old council were excitedly planning to quit their own 
established quarters in fear of losing their upstair's 
tenants.. 

There would appear to be something wrong some- 
where. Even in depression years there was a sub- 
stantial sum in the council coffers as a town auditor's 
annual report proves. But in 1951, which was certainly 
not a depression year, evidence comes to light of a town 
council being willing to clear out of its premises, lock, 
stock and barrel, so that it could somehow hold on to 
its overhead tenants. 

Considered in the light of cold reason, the pro- 
posed civic Dunkirk was a humiliating experience for 
the citizens of Aurora. If the police want to go, let 
them go. The loss of their little rent shouldn't bank- 
rupt Aurora. And where would the town offices have 
been set up if the Dunkirk had been completed? Such 
things puzzle us!

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The LOCAL BUS DIS-SERVICE 
Th^Editor; On behalf of some 
hundreds of people in this town, 
and especially the old people, I 
Should like to make an appeal 
through the medium of your 
paper to our council for a re- 
consideration of their treatment 
of the question of the altered bus 
routes. 

To my mind, and lo the minds 
of the hundreds of ratepayers 
for whom I am appealing, there 
is neither sense nor logic in the 
way the council treated this sub- 
ject. Let one consider the facts 
in the light of at least a little 
sanity, and what is apparent? 
In the first place the council 
gives to a firm of bus owners 
a franchise — and for a long term. 
This means that they give this 
firm assured freedom from ail 
competition for a long time. 

Thereupon the bus service 
starts, and is much appreciated 
by the people of all parts of the 
town which it served. But 
shortly the bus owners find what 
they should have fully known 
before they asked for their 
franchise, namely, that some 
parts of the town are not so 
solidly built up as others, and 
consequently the passengers in 
these parts are not so numerous 
as in the more solidly built por- 
tions. 

Thereupon the bus owners go 
to the council and ask that they 
shall be permitted to' serve the 
best paying portion of the tov/n 
and leave the poorer paying por- 
tions without service. To the 
amazement of everybody outside 
the council, the council agrees to 
this ridiculous request! . . 

Let one consider a parallel 
case, and see how absurd and 
illogical— if not actually illegal— 
such a decision is. L*t us sup- 
pose the council should give to 
a firm supplying milk or bread 
»> -franchise protecting them 
against all competition. Such 
firm then discovers that to s«Jp* : 
ply the residents of the outlying 
portion of the town does not pay

The Federation has been ac- 
cused of condemning rc^pn price- 
fixing when our farm I marketir®.

price fixing too. The farm mar- 
keting act only gives? the farmer 
the right to collective selling. 

The farmer's income, compar- 
ed to cost of production, taking 
in wages, interest, depreciation, 
etc., shows that the farmers are 
not receiving the cost of produc- 
tion. Why shouldn't the farm 
business receive the cost of pro- 
duction plus a profit, the same 
as in other businesses. We are 
told that the inefficiency of the 
farmer holds up the coat of pro- 
duction, This may be true.
